REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Claims 1-4, 8, 9, 11-14, 18, and 20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Palmer; claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-13, 15-18, and 20 stand rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schuster; claims 5-7 and 15-17 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Palmer in view of Schuster; claims 

10 and 19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Palmer in 
view of Sewell. 

Claims 1-10, 12 and 16-20 have been canceled. Claim 11 has been amended to 
include the limitations of generating an illumination pattern comprising a quadrupole 
illumination pattern having a first and second set of symmetrically opposed light beams, 
the method further comprising rotating the polarization of at least a portion of the 
illumination pattern such that the first set of symmetrically opposed light beams have 
polarizations in the same direction and the second set of symmetrically opposed light 
beams have polarizations in the same direction, wherein the polarization direction of the 
first set of light beams is perpendicular to the polarization direction of the second set of 
light beams. The examiner is particularly directed to the limitations of the first and 
second sets of symmetrically opposed beams where each set of beams have the same 
polarization with the polarization being different between the sets. This specific pattern 
of polarization is not disclosed in either the Palmer or the Schuster references and claim 

1 1 is allowable over the cited art. Claims 13-15 depend on claim 1 1 and therefore 
contain all the limitations of claim 1 1 . Claims 13-15 are therefore also allowable over the 
cited art. 

In light of the above, it is respectfully submitted that the present application is in 
condition for allowance, and notice to that effect is respectfully requested. 

While it is believed that the instant response places the application in condition
